l. United States Magistrate Judge Patricia D. Barksdale’s Amended Report

and Recommendation (Doc. 31) is APPROVED and ADOPTED and is

2. Plaintiff is eligible to receive an Equal Access to Justice Act award as
a prevailing party and the requested attorney’s fee is reasonable. Plaintiff’s
Unopposed Motion for Attorney’s Fees, (Doc. 28), is GRANTED, in
accordance with 28 U.S.C. § 2412, awarding Plaintiff attorney’s fees of
$657.35, and costs of $402.00.

3. The Clerk of Court is directed to ENTER JUDGMENT accordingly,
in favor of Plaintiff, Johnson Kennedy, III, for attorney’s fees of $657.35,
and costs of $402.00 and against Defendant, the Acting Commissioner of

Social Security.
